WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
charged North Vietnam today 
with stepping up the pace of the 
Vietnam war at the same time 
it was putting forth peace pro­ 
posals. 
“It is clear that while the ene­ 
my has been talking peace, he 
has during recent weeks been 
stepping up his offensive mili­ 
tary operations,” Laird said at 
a Pentagon luncheon. 
The defense chief said 430 
Americans were killed in com­ 
bat last week, more than double 
the total for the previous week. 
He said this reflects increased 
enemy military activity.

peace,” Laird said, referring 
obliquely to the possibility that 
North Vietnamese may reject 
U.S. proposals. 
“ .. As a defense planner, I 
must be prepared for-the possi­ 
bility that negotiations in Paris 
will remain stalled and that the 
enemv may not respond to the 
President’s proposals for peace 
in Vietnam—the highest priority 
of this 
administration” Laird 
said. 
Laird outlined recent enemy 
activities in Vietnam for

NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri­ 
can industry could be the nex t 
institution attack ed with disrup- 
tne tactics similar to those that 
have brought turmoil to some of 
the nation's schools of higher 
learning. 
This is the view of a high- 
rank ing official of the Federal 
Bureau of Investimation, but it is 
documented in literature being 
distributed by the Students for a 
Democratic Society, sometimes 
called the core of the New Left. 
"They intend to disrupt indus­ 
try 
in 
the 
same 
way 
they 
have 
disrupted 
the 
tcadem ic 
community,” says William L'. 
Sullivan, 
assistant director of 
the FBI. 
A study of SDS documents in­ 
dicates that initial efforts in in­ 
dustry 
are 
in 
the 
nature of 
“ work -ins." in which young re­ 
volutionaries obtain jobs, study 
work er 
attitudes 
and 
develop 
contacts 
among 
disgruntled 
work ers with the idea of stirring 
unrest. 
An immediate goal is to bring 
pressure on government and in­ 
dustry to cea« ;c supporting the 
w ar ui Vietnam. 
“ Work ers produce and move 
the goods that are used in the 
w ar. and it is thev v ho are pri­ 
marily forced to fight the war. 
They can stop it.” This is the 
way the immediate goal is de­ 
scribed in a work -in circular. 
The ultimate paals, however, 
anpcar to be much larger. The 
circular describes the intention 
in this way: 
"Our goal is not to organize 
the U.S. work ing class in one 
sum m er. We want to learn as 
much as we can, /» nd to mak e 
friendships that will rem ain aft­ 
er sum m er with a few work ers 
i j 


These 
friendships, 
the 
SDS 
hopes, will mak e it more possi­ 
ble to involve work ers in organ­ 
ized political activity, “ In this 
wav the movemnt, through us, 
will gain some of the urgently 
needed ties to the work ers of 
this country.” 
These goals auprar 
modest 
beside the means suggested to 
bring them about. Instructional 
material abounds on the use of 
violence to gain ends. 
Descriptions on how to mak e 
bombs and how' to use ice pick s, 
black jack s, 
sling&hots 
am m o­ 
nia pistols and other 
weapons 
arc common In SDS literature. 
Sabotage is suggested through 
the use of sugar in gasoline 
tank s and arson. Orm SDS publi­ 
cation lists this os the bng- 
range aim: 
"O ur concern is not only the 
improvement 
of 
wages 
and 
work ing 
conditions 
for 
our 
brothers 
and 
sifters 
in 
the 
shops, but for 
h transformation 
of all labor issues ... into a 
movement acninsi the capitalist 
system itself.” 
One effect of the threat to the 
business community could be to 
mak e it become rnorc involved 
in the social problems of the 
day, and to work in its own wav 
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toward the solution of inequi­ 
ties. 
Industry is being urged from 
many directions to mak e this 
commitment to social issues—to 
attempt to evolve a philosophy 
that includes more social rather 
than narrowly financial respon* 
sibiliti. 
In his address to the Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
Sullivan 
told 
businessmen 
they 
had 
every 
right to combat the organized 
campaigns of the 
ex tremists. 
But he intimated also that there 
was some reason to be dissatis­ 
fied with the performance of 


some businessmen. 
The 
businessman, 
he 
said, 
should ask himself: 
—Is he satisfied with 
a re a ­ 
sonable 
profit 
on 
his 
invest­ 
ment? 
—Docs 
he 
comply with the 
spirit, as well as the letter, of 
building codes, especially leased 
residential property? 
—Is there a tendency to tak e 
advantage of the less privileged 
when selling to them the neces­ 
sities on life such as food, shel­ 
ter.

One of the most astonishing and 
unex plained 
phenomena 
that 
has long been studied by an­ 
thropologists is circumcision in 
wilderness tribes that have no 
other tie to modern civilization. 
The aborigines in Australia and 
in

Africa 
have

ritualistic* circumcision that i-> 
performed 
at

time 
of 
puberty. 
In 
fact, 
this 
crude 
ceremony is done on both boys 
and girls before they arc a d ­ 
mitted to the adult society of 
the tribes.

moderate amount ul pain for 
a few days afterward.

operation and that there be no 
falsehood attached to it. In this

procedure,

imperative that the child k now 
every detail and reason for the

prepared for the discomfort that 
may ensue.

masculinity

This is the view of a high­ 
ranking official of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, but it is 
documented in literature being 
distributed by the Students for a 
Dem ocratic Society, sometimes 
called the core of the New Left. 
“ They intend to disrupt indus­ 
try 
in 
the 
sam e 
way 
they 
have disrupted 
the 
academ ic 
com m unity,” says William C. 
Sullivan, assistant director of 
the FBI. 
A study of SDS docum ents in­ 
dicates that initial efforts in in­ 
dustry are 
in the nature of 
“ work-ins,” in which young re ­ 
volutionaries obtain jobs, study 
worker attitudes and 
develop 
contacts 
am ong 
disgruntled 
workers with the idea of stirring 
unrest. 
An im m ediate goal is to bring 
pressure on governm ent and in­ 
dustry to cease supporting the 
w ar in Vietnam . 
“ W orkers produce and move 
the goods th at are used in the 
war, and it is thev who are pri­ 
m arily forced to fight the w ar. 
They can stop it.” This is the 
way the im m ediate goal is de­ 
scribed in a work-in circular. 
The ultim ate goals, however, 
appear to be much larger. The 
circular describes the intention 
in this way: 
“ Our goal is not to organize 
the U.S. working class in one 
sum m er. We want to learn as 
much as we can, and to m ake 
friendships that will rem ain aft­ 
er sum m er with a few workers 
J i 


These 
friendships, 
the 
SDS 
hopes, will m ake it m ore possi­ 
ble to involve w orkers in organ­ 
ized political activity. ‘‘In this 
wav the m ovem nt, through us, 
will gain some of the urgently 
needed ties to the workers of 
this country.” 
These goals aopesr 
m odest 
beside the m eans suggested to 
bring them about, instructional 
m aterial abounds on the use of 
violence to gain ends. 
Descriptions on bow to m ake 
bombs and how to use ice picks, 
blackjacks, 
slingshots 
am m o­ 
nia pistols and other 
weapons 
arc common in SDS literature. 
Sabotage is suggested through 
the use of sugar in gasoline 
tanks and arson. One SDS publi­ 
cation lists this as the long- 
range aim : 
“ Our concern is not only the 
im provem ent 
of 
wages 
and 
working 
conditions 
for 
our 
brothers 
and 
bisters 
in 
the 
shops, but for a transform ation 
of all labor issues ... into a 
m ovem ent a en inst Hie capitalist 
system itself.” 
One effect of' the threat to the 
business com m unity could be to 
m ake it become m ore involved 
in the social problem s of the 
day, and to work in its own way 
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toward the solution of inequi­ 
ties. 
Industry is being urged from 
many directions to make this 
commitment to social issues—to 
attem pt to evolve a philosophy 
that includes more social rather 
than narrowly financial respon­ 
sibility 
In his address to the Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
Sullivan 
told 
businessmen 
they 
had 
every 
right to combat the organised 
campaigns of the extremists. 
But be intimated also that tbore 
wa* some reason to be dissatis­ 
fied with the performance of 


some businessmen. 
The 
businessman, 
he 
said, 
should ask himself: 
—Is he satisfied with a rea­ 
sonable profit on his invest­ 
ment? 
—Does 
he 
comply with tho 
spirit, as well as the letter, of 
building codes, especially leased 
residential property? 
—Is there a tendency to take 
advantage of the less privileged 
when selling to them the neces­ 
sities on life such as food, shel­ 
ter, 
clothing, 
medicine 
and 
health care?

scientific value. The confusion 
about this should be clarified 
so that some of the advantages 
of circumcision can be shown. 
One of the most astonishing and 
unexplained 
phenomena 
that 
has long been studied by an­ 
thropologists is circumcision in 
wilderness tribes that have no 
other tie to modern civilization. 
The aborigines in Australia and 
in 
parts 
of 
Africa 
have 
a 
ritualistic circumcision that is 
performed 
at 
the 
time 
of 
puberty. 
In fact, 
this crude 
ceremony is done on both boys 
and girls before they arc ad­ 
mitted to the adult society of 
the tribes. It is astonishing that 
people who do not yet know 
about the wheel 
or creative 
implements should, in tome odd 
way, find this procedure im­ 
portant. 
In 
modern 
society, 
cir­ 
cumcision 
is 
frequently 
per­ 
formed 
without 
relation 
to 
religious faith because of better 
cleanliness. 
Phimosis may be the con­ 
dition 
you arc 
describing 
in 
your eight year old boy. In Hie 
absence of circumcision, there 
sometimes occurs a tightness of 
the 
foreskin 
over 
the 
penis 
which can be distressing and 
painful. There certainly is not 
any great danger 
to circum ­ 
cision at his age. It docs mean 
a 
general 
anesthesia 
and 
a 
moderate amount of pain for 
a few days afterward. 
It is of utmost importance 
that a child know all about any 
operation and that there be no 
falsehood attached to it. In this 
particular 
procedure, 
it 
is 
imperative that the child know 
every detail and reason for tile 
operation 
and 
be 
completely 
prepared for the discomfort that 
may ensue. It is particularly 
imperative 
that 
a 
child’s 
masculinity 
must 
not 
be 
threatened by any semblance of 
a Ue. Children at this age can 
be 
made to 
understand 
the 
exact reason for the operation, 
what it will accomplish, ami 
why it is beneficial. Only than, 


should this simple operation be 
performed. It then will be a 
contribution 
to 
his 
physical 
welfare and to his psyche.

Today’s highlight in history: 
On this date in 1847, the so­ 
called “ Truman Doctrine”-~to 
stem the spread of communism 
went into effect as the U. S. 
Congress appropriated $400 mil­ 
lion for military and economic 
aid to Greece and Turkey. 
In 1807, Aaron Burr wus put 
on trial in Richmond, Va., for 
treason. 
In 1819, for the first time, an 
American-made steamship, the 
Savannah, set out for a transat­ 
lantic voyage. 
In 1918, German planes raided 
Paris during World War I. 
In 1913. the Soviet Union an­ 
nounced the dissolution of the 


Communist International. The 
Comintern had been formed 24 
years earlier to promote world 
revolution. 
In 1944, during World War II, 
U.S. 
heavy bombers 
raided

Vanik Urges 
Quicker End 
To Surtax 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik, D-OKid, sug­ 
gested Wednesday at a closed 
meeting of House Democrats 
that the income tax surcharge 
could be ended as early as Sept. 
30. 
He said this would still give 
the Nixon administration, by its 
own figures, a balanced budget. 
The proposal came as the 
House approached a vote on im­ 
posing a limit on government 
spending—-part of the price key 
Democrats want for extending 
the surtax. 
President Nixon has proposed 
extending the surcharge. With­ 
out Congressional action, it will 
expire July I. 
Vanik cited testimony before 
the Ways and Means Committee 
by government officials that 
Nixon’s plan far extending the 
surtax and associated tax meas­ 
ures would result in a $6.3 billion 
budget surplus for the year be­ 
ginning July I. 
He said that ending it Dec. 31 
would produce a $4.1 billion sur­ 
plus and a Sept. 30 termination 
would leave the budget in bal­ 
ance. 
Vanik told newsmen “I think 
the administration’s choice is be­ 
tween a surtax ending Sept 30 
and no surtax at all. I don’t 
find much sentiment for it 
among Democrats and I don’t 
think the Republicans are solid.

I UNDERSTAND that 
until 
about five years ago. you could 
count the number of varieties 
on one hand. Now they number 
in the thousands. Mr. Renick 
said that the best plants have 
been produced by men. 
One of the beauties that I saw 
that appealed to me was a 
double white one called Singing 
Surf, which had a green fringe. 
There were so many lovely 
plants in white, pink, purple, 
violet, lavender, blue, fuchsia, 
and all combinations of colors 
both double and single, some 
fringed and some not. 
Just about anything you could 
think of and there it was. Mr. 
Renick said if you once started, 
you could not stop with just a 
few. 
Although there were plants all 
over the house, the basement 
of this lovely old home seems 
to be the place where Mr. 
Renick does most of his work 
with plants. He had a special 
propagating case that was used 
with the fluorescent lights with 
plastic caps and plastic cover.

Mr. Renick carries out 
this feeling and mood in his 
formal designs. He makes use

There is a 
portable irrigation system that 
insures the success of

AU in aU my visit at the 
Renicks’ proved very fruitful 
and educational. I intend to 
make a return visit this sum­ 
mer to see his flowers outside 
to see if they can equal the 
African violets.

The toad is not ugly. If you 
will examine one, as you do 
a flower, and notice the colors 
and the patterns that are in 
it: if you will make a friend 
of it and treat it as you do 
a canary, you will soon find 
out that I am right. You do 
not have to take them in your 
hands, in fact they rather prefer 
not being handled, but after 
they once know you. they will 
not object and I’ll wager that 
after you have seen their cute 
manners and funny antics, you 
will want to take them in your 
hands. 
They are not venemous. They 
do not have teeth, so of course 
they cannot bite. They are not 
poisonous. 
They 
do 
secrete 
through the pores in their skin

their 
only means of protection 
against animals that would bite 
them. When a dog picks up one

“We are not fighting for ter­ 
rain as such,” said a spokesman 
for Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam. “We are going after 
the enemy. Relative casualties 
is one way to measure it.” 
They’re working on cleaning out 
the enemy.” 
U.S. spokesmen said the num­ 
ber of North Vietnamese troops 
killed had risen to 454 as Ameri­ 
can paratroopers from the 101st 
Airborne Division continued to 
find bodies in the ruins of bunk­ 
ers on the mountain overlooking 
the A Shau Valley. 
U.S. casualties also were re­ 
vised upward, to 46 killed and 
308 wounded. 
The kill ratio was nearly IO 
North Vietnamese to one Ameri­ 
can, while the ratio in all opera­ 
tions covered by the last two 
weekly casualty reports has 
been 7 or 8 enemy killed to one 
allied soldier. 
Except for occasional sniper 
fire, no action was reported 
Tuesday night on the mountain 
near the Laotian border. 
Asked 
if toe 
paratroopers 
would stay on the mountain, the 
spokesman replied: “That’s 
future operational thing and we 
can’t discuss it. But our troops 
are still up there. They’re clean­ 
ing bunkers out and searching.” 
After IO assaults were beaten 
back, about 1,500 U.S. para­ 
troopers and South Vietnamese 
infantrymen took the mountain 
top Tuesday and sent toe re­ 
maining 
North 
Vietnamese 
fleeing across the Laotian bor­ 
der. U.S. artillery and aircraft 
had pounded the enemy posi­ 


tions constantly, but the North 
Vietnamese were entrenched in 
deep bunkers. 
“It was a great victory for a 
gutty bunch of guys,” said Gen. 
Zais. ‘‘Real victories don’t come 
easy.” 
The U.S. Command reported 
27 enemy rocket and mortar at­ 
tacks at various points Tuesday 
night but said only 19 of them 
caused casualties or damage. 
South Vietnamese headquarters 
said four civilians were killed 
and eight wounded when 12 
rockets slammed into a populat­ 
ed area 30 miles south of Da 
Nang. 
U.S. headquarters also an­ 
nounced the loss of the 2,65'lst 
helicopter lost in toe war, an 
Army UH1 shot down in Tay 
Ninh province northwest of Sai­ 
gon. The crew was rescued un­ 
injured. 
The South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment reported Wednesday that 
2,123 “Communist soldiers, po­ 
litical agents and their support­ 
ers” came over to the govern­ 
ment side in the two weeks of 
May 4-17. During toe same two 


week period last year, the 
spokesmen said, only 346 enemy 
“rallied’' to the Saigon govern­ 
ment.

DOWAGIAC, Mich. (AP) — 
“Save Main Street” bumper 
stickers are sprouting up in this 
southwestern Michigan city of 
7,600. A rosy red brick road, 
some 30 tall and stately maple 
trees and nearly 70 years of tra­ 
dition are at stake. 
The State Highway Depart­ 
ment wants to improve Dowa­ 
giac^ main street, part of State 
Highway 40, but this would 
mean ripping out the red bricks 
originally laid down in 1904 and 
cutting down or moving 43 trees 
and a center strip planted with 
flowers. 
Some of the oldest and most 
historic homes in this communi­ 
ty also are in danger of losing 
portions of their front yards. 
People who live in the arca 
say they are determined the 
Highway 
Department 
won’t 
swallow the red brick road in 
the name of progress. 
“The leaders of tile campaign 
are the people who live in the 
area— conservative neighbor­ 
hood,” reports Lee Maager a 
staff writer for the Dowagiac 
Daily News. 
“They have the support of lo­ 
cal garden clubs and people 
from other sections of the town. 
They also are selling bumper 
stickers—“Save Main Street,” 
Maager said. 
“They are raising money to 
hire an attorney and are talking 
about asking for an injunction to 
halt the construction project,” 
he added. 
There’s another side of the 
story, of course. Some people 
say the town’s main street 
must 
be 
widened 
in 
the 
name of progress. They also 
point out that the bricks, laid on 
a loose sand base, are crum­ 
bling to bits. They say the old- 
faishioned red bricks may be 
colorful but are not practical on 
a section of main highway. 
As for the stately tfees, and 
the median strip planted with 
flowers, City Clerk Albert First 
says, “The maples are mostly 
going bad and a lot of them 
would have to be cut down even­ 
tually.” 
And First says the Highway 
Department promised the medi­ 
an strip—with its flowers and 
shrubs—also will be saved for 
the most part. Some sections 


would have to be removed but 
First says additional sections 
would be built. 
A mistake by the Highway 
Department has won a tempo­ 
rary reprieve for the red brick 
road. Bids were to be taken on 
the widening project, estimated 
to cost $300,000. But by some ov­ 
ersight, the department forgot 
to put bid specifications for sub­ 
contractors into the main con­ 


tract for the work. 
The error made the project 
unacceptable to the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads and sealed 
bids had to be handed back to 
the contractors. 
The 
project 
now is set for bidding June 4, 
which gives the Dowagiac Citi­ 
zens Committee for the preser­ 
vation of Main Street a little 
more time to save the red brick 
road.

Andretti, who had been fastest 
in Speedway practice this year

spinning 320 feet and hitting tile 
wall. He leaped out of the ear as 
it burst into flame ani escaped 
with a burn on the upper lip.

Art Pollard of Medford, Ore 
a teammate of Andretti on the 
11-cur STP team, locked his 
brakes to miss the Andretti car 
and spun 280 feet but missed the 
burning racer.
